FARM  AND  HOME  WEEK  starts  with  a  half  day's  consider- 
ation of  the  agricultural  adjustment  project.  It  is  hoped  that  a 
very  considerable  number  of  those  who  attended  the  fall  confer- 
ences will  find  it  possible  to  attend  Farm  and  Home  Week  for 
the  reason  that  further  developments  of  the  project  will  be  dis- 
cussed.

Program 

With  added  interests  of  the  State's  homemakers,  importance  has  been  given 
the  annual  Farmers'  Week,  which  will  hereafter  be  called  Farm  and  Home  Week. 
Presentation  of  master  farm  homemaker  awards  to  the  group  of  Illinois  farm 
women,  selected  by  the  Farmer's  Wife  and  an  Illinois  committee  co-operating 
with  it,  will  again  feature  the  home  side  of  the  program,  Wednesday  afternoon 
and  evening  is  to  be  devoted  to  home  interests.  In  addition  there  will  be  special 
programs  for  women,  and  a  business  session  of  the  Illinois  Home  Bureau  Fed- 
eration. 

The  program  of  the  farm  interests  for  the  week  will  be  centered  chiefly 
in  legumes,  soils,  insects,  diseases,  marketing,  and  agricultural  adjustments  as 
stressed  in  the  eight  regional  agricultural  adjustment  conferences  which  the 
College  recently  held  in  different  parts  of  the  State. 

Illinois  Seed  Grain  Show 

The  Illinois  Seed  Grain  Show,  and  the  ninth  annual  Utility  Corn  Show,  will 
be  held  in  connection  with  Farm  and  Home  Week. 

Thru  the  efforts  of  the  IlHnois  Crop  Improvement  Association  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois,  the  Agricultural  Relations  Committee  of  the  Illinois  Bankers' 
Association  in  1924  endorsed  the  Utility  Corn  Show  and  recommended  that 
the  Bankers'  Association  donate  $500  to  the  University  to  be  awarded  as 
premiums  at  this  show.  In  addition  to  the  $500  premium  list  for  men,  a  fund 
of  $300  has  been  pledged  by  the  Bankers'  Association  and  placed  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  University  and  the  Crop  Improvement  Association  to  be  used  in 
prizes  for  a  Junior  section  in  the  show.

The  program  of  the  farm  interests  for  the  week  will  be  centered  chiefly 
on  legumes,  soils,  insects,  diseases,  marketing,  and  agricultural  adjustments  as 
stressed  in  the  eight  regional  Agricultural  Adjustment  Conferences  which  the 
College  recently  held  in  different  parts  of  the  state.

This  sum  is  donated  for  the  purpose  by  the  Illinois  Bankers  Asso- 
ciation. Five  hundred  dollars  is  used  for  Adult  winnings  and  $300  for  Junior 
entries.
